TAFT AND McCARTHY 


IT IS ABOUT TIME FOR THE PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE TO TAKE A CLEARER STAND 


The relationship between Senators Taft and McCarthy is a 
subject which columnists have worked over many times. 
Many of them have challenged Taft to repudiate his colleague 
from Wisconsin. It has been a timely subject for months. But 
now it is getting urgent. We urge some reflections on the Sen- 
ator from Ohio. 

Taft is the strongest single Republican and the front- 
running candidate for the °52 nomination. His great assets 
are brains and integrity. McCarthy is the seeming patentes 
of what many politicos think will be the No. 1 issue in the 52 
campaign—Communist influence in Washington. His assets 
are his patent claim and a certain minklike cunning. 

There is a parallelism of interest between these two Repub- 
licans, though no special alliance. Taft truly says ‘My rela- 
tions with Joe McCarthy are just the same as they are with 
44 other Republican senators.” He has publicly 
with McCarthy on Marshall: "I do not agree with Senator 

‘arthy’s accusation of conspiracy or treason, but. 
en a correct and noncommittal relationship m 
s, be dangerous. McCarthy is getting dangerous to Taft. 


Old lies and the big doubt 


The McCarthy technique is nothing new i 
In every election since 1940, the Democrats have tried to link 
the Republican presidential candidate with the Nazis or Com- 
munists or both. Henry Wallace and others used the word 
“Fascist” against businessmen just as loosely as Joe McCar- 
thy today uses the word “Communist” against the State De- 
partment. To a man in Taft’s position, it is tempting to con- 
done McCarthy's methods on the ground the Democrats 
had it coming to them. They certainly had. 
et there are really only three practical courses for Candi- 
date Taft to adopt on McCarthy, He must either endorse 
him, tolerate him or repudiate him. 
| an argument for endorsing McCarthy. It runs as 
follows:'The Hiss case revealed a frightening degree of Commu- 
nist infiltration in the government. To this and subsequent 
revelations the Administration reacted with Hisslike scorn, 
‘Truman actually calling the charges a “red he Natural- 
ly the public got more suspicious, not less. “The big doubt” 
was born, and McCarthy, far from creating it, simply gave 
it a voice for which the people are rightly grateful. Somebody 
had to arouse Congress, get the truth out, fight fire with fire. 

This argument was plausible a year ago. But the Korean 
war, plus the needling of their serious critics, has forced both 
Truman and Acheson into a position beyond all suspicion of 
pro-Communismm. The same events have forced on the State 
Department an investigation of suspect employes as thor- 
ough as it was belated. If Houdini were a suspected Commu- 
nist he couldn’t get near a sensitive government payroll to- 
day. In short, Communist infileration of government is no long- 
er a legitimate worry. And to prolong it as an issue is to be- 
cloud the much more pressing questions to which our political 
energies should be addressed. 

Taft might agree with this while wishing to give Joe some 
credit for the change. But Joe’s methods, even if they were 
ever necessary (which is hard to believe), are not responsible 
for the comparative security against internal Communism 
we enjoy today. That security is due to the entirely different 
methods of the FBI, the McCarran Committee and the Wood 
Committee, who are engaged in mop-up operations. Unlike 
McCarthy’s, their methods identify actual Communists and 
fellow travelers. 

In short, the nation owes no debt to Joe McCarthy. Taft 
would be foolish to claim it did. 

The second approach to the McCarthy problem is far more 


tempting. If Taft simply continues to tolerate him, as he has 
done up to now, he might hope to keep clean and yet collect 
ical royalties on the McCarthy patent. Any practical 
‘ian would naturally want to have it both ways. 

His alleged patent has made McCarthy a formidable polit- 
ical force. The surprising defeat in 50 of ex-Senators Lucas, 
‘Myers and especially Tydings, in which MeCarthy’s charges 
were a determining factor, sent a chill down the spine of every 
politico in the land. A mere handful of quixotic Republican 
senators dared to sign Margaret Chase Smith’s “Declaration 
of Conscience” against McCarthy last June. Half the Demo- 
crats and most of the Republicans in Congress are paralyzed 
with fear of Joe. 

And yet a patent taken out in °50 may not be good in 

If the true bearings of the Communist issue are not what 
Joe represents them to be, it will not take the American voter 
forever to find that out. 
‘uman did say “red herring,” Acheson did refuse to “turn 
my back on Alger Hiss” and Marshall was disastrously wrong 
(not treasonable) about China. Against this record of wrong- 
ness, folly and fuzzy-mindedness the Republicans have a pre- 
cise and devastating case. Taft himself knows just how to 
make this case. But when they talk like McCarthy, Republi- 
cans do not merely exaggerate their case, they phony it. By 
*52 this phoniness is very likely to boomerang. 

One veteran politico, so betting, has stopped being afraid 
of Joe McCarthy. He is Harry Truman. As Democratic strate- 
fi he has declared open season on the Senator. It is a shrewd- 

ly timed counterattack on the most vulnerable target—in 
fact, the only visible target—on the Republican side. [t even 
tends to spike the Republican guns, for the best-deserved 
Republican blows will now be mislabeled “McCarthyism. 

Can Truman manage to make more political capital of Me- 
Carthy than the Republicans can make of Hiss, China and 
Bill Boyle? It seems unthinkable, but it could happen. For 
Communism, McCarthy version, will be a phony issue by °52 
but McCarthyism is not and never will be a phony issue, be- 
cause truth and decency are at stake.

A political opportunity 


Senator Taft has a special stake in truth and decency. Th 
are popularly and correctly associated with his name. Ther 
are hundreds of thousands, maybe millions, of Americans 
who, though disagreeing with Taft on other matters, would 
willingly and prayerfully vote for Taft and integrity in cor- 
rupt times like these. But how will they vote if his name i 
also associated with McCarthyism? On that issue the truth- 
and-decency vote will require a stand. The have-it-both-ways 
game is about over. Joe is becoming a liability and a danger, 
both to the Republicans and the nation. 

He is a danger not only because he is unscrupulous, but be- 
cause he invites unserupulousness in others. His “ethical idio- 
cy,” as it has been called, could elicit even dirtier tactics than 
the Democrats have used in the past. There are disturbing 
rumors about the next play in this game—for instance, White 
House agents in the Bible Belt could paint Joe as a warmon- 
gering tool of the Vatican. 

The cumulative debasement of U.S. politics has gone far 
enough. Somebody must forego the pleasure of further groin- 
and-eyeball fighting. Such abnegation is not in Truman’s 
character; it is in Taft's. At one stroke, he could unpoison the 
congressional atmosphere and add several cubits to his own 
political stature. Those responsible for Taft’s presidential 
candidacy have here a real opportunity. They should re- 
nounce and repudiate all political connections between Taft 
and McCarthy—before it is too late.

ST LOUI Crimewise St. Louis, Mo. 
. is no better or worse than 
it was before Kefauver arrived. As far as links 
between crooks, police and politicians go, the 
city has been clean largely because of a strong 
and independent police board. No steps were 
taken on information turned up about St. Louis 
by the Senator's committee, because it turned 
up nothing that the police did not already know. 

The worst to be said about St. Louis now is 
that handbooks are operating as they always 
have. Gamblers who operated sneak books and 
small-time ventures had to close up during the 
hearings, but about Labor Day four tough old- 
time operators started to come back. The com- 
mittee did not question these gents because 
there was a legal technicality about the way 
subpoenas had been served—sent by mail with- 
out demand for return receipt. The four are 
now running handbooks which travel around to 
large manufacturing concerns and handle bets. 

‘The Kefauver committee managed to cause 


the fold-up of Gambler Jimmy Carroll’s hand- 
book operations here and in East St. Louis. Two 
of his shops were compelled to close here, and 
his big operation in East St. Louis also shut 
down. But he is getting back in business there 
again as a silent partner to his one-time partner 
John Mooney. 

The picture in East St. Louis is not so good. 
Over there, on the "East Side,” the committee 
did manage to achieve something important 
when John T. English, police commissioner, was 
defeated for re-election after he testified that 
he had made $131,425 from "43 to "49 although 
his official salary was only $5,000 a year. The 
voters turned down his explanations that the 
money represented campaign contributions— 
especially since he had reported it as personal 
income. But crap games, slots and allied ac- 
tivities are now running full blast again and 
there is no evidence that authorities there have 
done anything inspired by Kefauver or any- 
one else. —Epwarp F, Woops

LOS ANGELE Senator Kefauver 

said of crime in Cal- 
ifornia that it had “a special flavor—exotic, 
overripe and a little sickening.” But the com- 
mittee also intimated that compared to some 
other places and persons California gangsters, 
like the celebrated Mickey Cohen, were small 
fry. Cohen has since been convicted for evad- 
ing federal income taxes and been sent away for 
five years. The committee's strongest recom- 
mendation was that the attorney general in- 
vestigate the state’s impudent lobbyist Arthur 
Samish to see if he had violated the Federal Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. But Samish, who is credited 
with disbursing a million-dollar slush fund, has 
not been subpoenaed by a federal grand jury 
now studying tax-evasion cases. 

The biggest effect the Kefauver committee 
had in southern California was to start a chain 
reaction against petty crime. The police have 
been particularly active in driving prostitutes 
from the more accessible, and cheaper, locations 


into the more expensive hotels, thus increas- 
ing the price of their services. The world’s old- 
est profession has found it very hard going in 
the Hollywood hills and many of the girls have 
trooped over the line into Las Vegas, Nev. Book- 
makers too are suffering. A year ago you could 
place a bet in almost any neighborhood. Now 
itis hard to reach a “book” even if you do know 
his telephone number. One example of the zeal 
shown by Los Angeles police in chasing down 
gamblers was the boarding of 12 fishing boats 
which were equipped with slot machines. 

Kefauver hit again and again at the narcotics 
trade when he was in California. On the surface 
at least the police seem to have taken him se- 
riously and tightened up. The courts have been 
handing out stiffer sentences to peddlers and 
the flow of drugs into the area seems to have 
been checked. 

On the whole, there is a great deal more heat 
on petty gangsters out here than there was before 
Kefauver came. —Jane Estes, Epon Grirriti

NEW ORLEAN Things are tighter 

here than they were

from on. It is difficult to make generalizations 
about gambling in greater New Orleans since 
in gambling it is divided like Caesar's Gaul, 
into three parts: the city of New Orleans, Jef- 
ferson Parish and St. Bernard Parish.

They closed temporarily for two weeks 
recently when it looked as if they were going to 
be investigated by the grand jury. But the heat 
faded when the judge, under whose jurisdiction 
the jury operated, informed it that he would 
not permit anything in its report but specific 


indictments. The jury could not present these 
against the lottery owners and the latter re- 
opened for business. 

Things are tougher for gamblers in Jefferson 
Parish, where Frank Costello and Phil Kastel 
once operated one of America’s finest gam- 
bling clubs, the Beverly. Sheriff Frank Clan- 
cy, who piously agreed with Senator Tobey at 
the Washington hearing that gambling was 

wil, promised the committee he would close 
down his kingdom, So far he has kept his word 
about the big boys. Some little stuff, like pin- 
ball games and handbooks, is still operat 
Kastel, the No: 1 gambler in this part of the 
country, underwent an eye operation lately 
and has been lying low. 

But over in St. Bernard’s Parish a gambling 
boom is in full swing. Everything is wide open 
—dice, bingo, bookmakers, roulette and slot 
machines. Some of the old Jefferson Parish boys 
have moved into new quarters here. Every- 
body is doing fine. —Joux Witps

Gelett Burgess one: “You can repeat non- 
sense all your li ver get tired of it, but 
you can’t do the same thing with Browning.” 
No one had a better right to this opinion than 
Humorist Burgess. For every Ame 
can recite a poem by Browning, there are at least 
10,000 others who can—and frequently do— 
recite Burgess’ nonsensical quatrain which be- 
gins “I never saw a purple cow. . . .”” Burgess 
also gave Americans the Goops (inset), a hor- 
rid race of circle-faced children who ate with 
their knives, broke vases and spilled food on 
the tablecloth. Parents by the thousands read 
the Goop books to their children to teach them — & WRETCHED Goop 
good manners. They loved the Goops. Their 

children often came to loathe them. With a great flare for coining 
words, Burgess invented “bromide,” a person who says the obvious 
thing on all occasions, and “blurb”—“fulsome praise; a sound like 
a publisher.” Altogether Burgess wrote 35 books, but people had 
stopped reading them long before his death last week at the age of 
85. But his great creations live on, his Goops despised and scorned in 
their ill-mannered world, his colored cow ever unseen but unforgotten.

BASEBALL GETS A NEW CZAR 


‘Thirty-five years ago, in the days when baseball was just becoming big 
business as well as the national pastime, the semipro Cubanolas at Wal- 
burg, Colo, acquired a young first baseman named Ford Christopher 
Frick. But the new first sacker turned out to have two fatal flaws: he 
couldn’t throw and he couldn't hit left-handed pitching. The Cuban- 
olas released him, but Ford Frick was a dyed-in-the-uniform baseball 
man. He turned to writing about the game, eventually became a star 
Hearst sportswriter in New York. In 1934 the National League hired 
him to be its public-relations director, and that fall, when long-time 
President John A. Heydler retired, the League’s club owners made 
Frick their new president. Last week, the day after Frick had repre- 
sented his league at the funeral of Umpire Bill Klem of Miami, Fla, 
(above), he was notified of his election as organized baseball's commis- 
sioner at a $65,000 salary and with a contract for seven years, 
What the gray-haired, 56-year-old Frick’s batting average in the 
new job would be, magnates, players and fans might predict from the 
decisions he had made as the National League’s president. He drew an 
early error when he peremptorily suspended Dizzy Dean after pub- 
lished reports that the pitcher had called Frick and one of his umpires 
“crooks.” When Dean denied it and pressure was brought to bear, the 
novice president had to backtrack publicly. He reinstated Dean. But, 
learning the ground rules, Frick’s judgment grew more measured and 
so did his strength. When the St. Louis Cardinals wanted to schedule 
profitable Sunday-night games, Frick stood firmly against it as being 
prejudicial to the public goodwill the game enjoys. When one of his own 
veteran umpires—George Magerkurth—lost his temper and dignity 
and spat insults and spittle back and forth with Infielder Billy Jurges 
at the Polo Grounds, Frick immediately fined and suspended the ar- 
biter. To speed up the game, historically drawn out by 10- or 15-man 
wrangles on the ficld, Frick limited all protests and huddles to three 
players and the manager. Last year, when the bean-ball battle between 
Dodgers and Giants threatened serious injuries to players and the game, 
Frick ordered his umpires to issue one warning, then to throw out of- 
fending hurlers. But in his seven years as the senior circuit's president, 
Frick probably never acted in more revealing fashion than in 1947 when 
certain National Leaguers threatened to refuse to play on the same field 
with Jackie Robinson, the modern majors’ first Negro. “If you do this,” 
Frick told the dissidents, “you are through, and I don’t care if it wrecks 
this league for 10 years. You cannot do this, because this is America.”

THE DEATH OF A STOUT SHIP 


In Long Island Sound sentimental skippers give America’s oldest yacht a fitting, honorable burial 


of Lloyd's Register, the Nebula was the oldest yacht built in America. 

So, last week, stripped of her rigging and finishings, the Nebula was 
towed out of Rowayton, Conn, into Long Island Sound, a still dignified 
hulk draped in bunting and flying her own ensign. With her went three 


For years along the coast from New York to Maine she was a familiar and 
a sturdy sight—beamy and comfortable, with a full belly of canvas, a 
slender bowsprit and a straight cutter’s bow that sliced methodically 


into heavy seas. Her cabins were paneled with teak and mahogany, 


while her topsides were of single longleaf 
yellow pine planks which ran the length of 
her 44 feet. She was the Nebula, built in Bos- 
ton in 1885, and she sailed under many skip- 
pers who learned to love her comforts and 
feel secure on her decks. The normal life of 
such a yacht is 40 years, but after 60 years 
the Nebula was still sailing. Off Maine she 
was accosted excitedly by a white-bearded 
lobsterman who remembered her in Boston 
almost a half century ago. In 1946 her owner 
had such confidence in her that he started 
her out in the Bermuda race, but her old 
ribs groaned under the battering and she 
was forced to turn back. Then in 1947 she 
was sold to a Chicago collector of antique 
automobiles and ships who let her sit in a 
Connecticut boatyard for four years until 
he finally decided that her planks, now rot- 
ting under the layers of black paint, were UNDER FULL SAIL, 
not worth the cost of repair. Inthe longlists Nebula carried a rig, rare

former owners and 70 other yachts full of 
admirers who came to pay her the final trib- 
ute of a burial at sea. On the towship some- 
one took up an accordion and sang a song 
called Oh, Nebula, On another yacht mourn- 
ers sat in formal black, half-solemn, half- 
amused. Small cannon fired salutes; fog- 
horns blew long blasts, and a boy squirted 
streams of water from a fire extinguisher. At 
the burial point—in 96 feet of water 3,000 
yards south by west of Green’s Ledge Light 
—a ceremony was held on the Nebula where 
respectful words were read out. Then her 
decks were cleared, and a man from the boat 
yard unplugged the propeller shaft hole and 
the sea cock on the portside forward. For 40 
minutes the Nebula held her own against 
the inrushing water. Suddenly she started 
down, and her decks were soon awash. Her 
bow disappeared first, then her stern, and 
with a final gurgling swirl, the old ship sank.

PRESERVING OUR LIBERTIES 


Two of world’s greatest documents are sealed in helium forever 


Already a trifle yellowed and a little ragged 
about the edges, two great documents that had 
changed the world were finally sealed in a suit- 
able resting place in Washington last week. One 
was the Declaration of Independence, a single 
parchment sheet which had first been unrolled 
in Philadelphia in 1776. The other was the Con- 
stitution of the United States, four sheets plus 
the Resolution of Transmittal, which had been 
transcribed by clerks 11 years later at the then 
considerable cost of $30. In 1814 the documents 
had been spirited from Washington to escape 
the British. In World War II they were taken 
away to avoid bombing, But although they 


avoided their enemies, they could not escape 
the ravages of time and were in danger of dis- 
integration. Even in their n the Library 
of Congress they were slowly cracking and fad- 
ing. Now, the experts think they have found a 
way to preserve them for all time. 

The new exhibition cases which will do this 
jobare the product of 1] years of research. Each 
page is mounted in a case of specially tempered 
glass, backed with nonacid paper, sealed her- 
metically and protected against moisture and 
light. And to make sure no damage results from 
oxidation, the air inside each case is now being 
replaced with helium, which is 99.99% pure.

THE PRADO 


Ferdinand VII, who came to the throne of Spain 
in 1808, inherited from his royal predecessors a 
great collection of art but no taste for it. Because 
he preferred silk hangings as decoration, he had 
the hundreds of paintings taken down from his 
palace walls. Then, almost as an afterthought, he 
ordered them to be housed and exhibited in a new- 
ly built Madrid museum called the Prado, which, 
according to the official announcement in 1819, 
would contain “a copious collection of national 
and foreign paintings.” 

‘This was a huge understatement. The Prado was 
then, and still is, one of the world’s great art mu- 
seums. Neither so old or varied as the Louvre, so 
sumptuous as the Habsburg collection in Vienna,

nor so crammed with masterpieces as the Uffizi Gal- 
lery in Florence, it ranks with all of these because 
of its astonishing concentration of paintings by 
four of the greatest artists of history—Veliisquez, 
Titian, Rubens and Goya. In the Prado, gallery 
after gallery is filled with their work—portraits, 
landscapes, historical scenes, gods and goddesses 
—a fabulous cross-section of their tremendous out- 

ivity. More than 115 paintings by 
Goya cover the walls. There are almost 50 canvases 
by Velésquez, 67 by Rubens, 36 by Titian, along 
with a wealth of masterpieces by other painters 
of Spain, Italy, France and Flanders. On the fol- 
lowing pages, Lire reproduces a selection from the 
most celebrated paintings in the Prado collection.

PORTRAIT OF A KNIGHT 


As a student in the Venetian workshop of Titian, El Greco heard 
much of the art-loving rulers of Spain who tried to lure foreign art- 
ists to their court. Hopeful of recognition, he journeyed to Spain 
around 1575 and was soon given a commission by Philip II for the 
Escorial. But Greco’s work displeased the king who quickly dropped 
him from the ranks of royal artists. In Toledo, however, Greco fared 
better, for the nobles and clergy gave him steady orders to paint 
altarpieces for their churches and portraits (above) for their villas. 


DON BALTASAR CARLOS 


From the day in 1629 when Don Baltasar Carlos, heir to the throne 
of “All the Spains,” was born, V ;pt busy recording the 
prince at almost every stage. His portraits were of political impor- 
tance for the ent to foreign courts with which Philip IV hoped 
to form marriage alliances. But the king’s hopes were shattered when 
the prince caught cold at the age of 16 and died. This portrait of the 
5-year-old Don Carlos was meant to be hung over the main door of a 
palace, so Velsquez painted the horse as if it were seen from below.

sets greater store on his Royal Navy rank of lieutenant command- 
er, achieved last summer just before he took up his command of 
HLM.S. Magpie, an ack-ack frigate, after eight plodding years of 
mere lieutenancy. 

So far Philip remains affectionately Philip to the great British 
public. Initial mistrust, due to the unfortunate accident of his birth 
as a Balkan prince, soon disappeared. The British know little of the 
dark, unhappy past of his family. His father, Prince Andrew, broth- 
er of King Constantine of Greece and commander of the right wing 
of the Greek army destroyed by Ataturk in 1922, was stripped of his 
honors and banished from Greece by a revolutionary junta. A Brit- 
ish warship took him, his wife Princess Alice Battenberg and their 
young family aboard at Peiraeus and whisked them away out of dan- 
ger. With them was Philip, an infant in arms, born the year before. 

Like a host of other refugees from the revolutions of Eastern 
Europe, the exiled family took up quarters in Paris. It was a strug- 
gle to make ends meet. Prospects for Philip, only son of the cadet 
branch of impoverished royalty with no foreseeable chance of res- 
toration, seemed dim indeed. 

Eventually the boy’s parents made up their minds that his fu- 
ture would be better assured by an English education under the 
eye of the powerful British branch of the Battenberg family. 

After a few years at an American school at St. Cloud near Paris, 
Philip was dispatched to a preparatory school in the south of Eng- 
land in 1929, Four years later his parents seem to have wavered. 
He was brought back to the Continent to enter Salem, the remark- 
able school founded by Kurt Hahn in Baden in southern Germany, 
where “the sons of the powerful were to be emancipated from the 
prison of privilege” by a curriculum which combined the Spartan 
discipline of an English public school with a broader humanism, 
Hahn’s experiment survived only the first year of Hitler. Escaping 
from Germany with the aid of influential friends abroad, he set up 
school again in 1934 at Gordonstoun, near Elgin, an old country 
town in the north of Scotland. Young Philip followed the school 
into exile. He spent most of his vacations with his Royal Navy 
uncles, the Marquess of Milford-Haven, eldest son of the Prince of 
Battenberg, and Lord Louis Mountbatten. He seldom saw his own 
parents who were now living separate lives. Andrew lingered on in 
France, and died on the Riviera in 1944, His mother survived the 
German occupation of Greece, endured the miserable fate of mem- 
bers of international dynasties, saw her only son and her daughters’ 
German husbands fight on opposite sides, and now leads a wraith- 
like existence as a religious recluse on the Aegean island of Tinos. 


The hunger for a home 


IE threefold influence of Kurt Hahn, Louis Mountbatten and 
his anonymous schoolmasters of the navy has made Philip 
what he is today and determined what he may become. In a sense 
he is a man without a family except for his wife and children. When 
he moved into Clarence House he said wistfully to a friend, “I'm 
looking forward to having a home. I’ve never really had one.” 
Gordonstoun was primarily a school for the training of charac- 
ter, and Hahn was a revolutionary. Youngsters at Gordonstoun 
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PHILIP’S UNCLE, Lord Mountbatten, shown here with 
the prince, has been one of major influences in nephew's life. 
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helped local farmers at harvest time and sailed out with the fish- 
ing fleet into the Moray Firth, Philip mastered the art of seaman- 
ship with the aid of an old Scots skipper. He cruised with the sea 
scouts through the outer islands and as far as Norway, Built like an 
athlete, he excelled at games and captained the school at cricket 
and hockey. If Hahn did not set much store by academic scholar- 
ship,.he provided a richer cultural diet for his pupils. Philip took 
part in Shakespeare's plays, learned to read by himself, Later on 
he was to say, “I have had the opportunity of wandering over the 
js of Scotland and finding moments of solitude and reflecti 
waluable to any man who is trying to keep a balanced outlook 
in the midst of the furious activity of modern life.” 

By the end of his schooldays at Gordonstoun, Philip's thirst for 
the sea had become a confirmed habit. Only a naval career would sat- 
isfy it. He had the example and encouragement of his new guardian, 
Uncle Lord Louis Mountbatten, a former playboy of the nightclubs 
and boon companion of the Prince of Wales in his errant youth, who 
confounded his detractors by suddenly emerging into maturity as 
the most brilliant all-round descendant of Queen Victoria. The 

advice of this remarkable man, whose 


meteoric rise aroused the jealous an- 
tipathy of 


superiors at the Ad- 
"T's no good telling chaps 
to do what you can’t do yourself.” 
Philip passed out of Dartmouth 
College, a classic school for 
sh seafarers, as a midshipman 
in 1939. In 1941 he served as search- 
light control officer aboard a Brit- 
ish battleship in the battle of Cape 
Matapan. “It was as near murder 
as anything could be in wartime,” 
he remarked afterwards. “We just 
smashed the Italian cruisers, Fiume 
and Zara.’ By 1942 he had been pro- 
moted to be a lieutenant aboard the 
destroyer Wallace, and the following 
year covered the Canadian landings 
in Sicily. He joined the British fleet in the Pacific in 1944, after the 
Mediterranean war was over, served for a time as aide-de-camp to 
Uncle Louis and saw General Douglas MacArthur accept the sur- 
render of the Japanese in Tokyo Bay. It was a pretty full war. 
Philip went ashore to instruct petty officers at the landlocked 
naval training center, H.M.S. Royal Arthur, at Corsham, Wilt- 
shire. He gave a course of instruction in discipline, defined on the 
blackboard at which he presided as “the force which causes a man 
to play the part required of him in the organization to which he 
belongs.” Perhaps that was a lesson he had been learning uncon- 
sciously all these years, as if in preparation for a larger discipline 
than that required of a naval officer. But there was fun at Corsham 
too, as there had been everywhere during the navy years even when 
they were grimmest. He played skittles, the British variety of 
bowling, at the Methuen Arms, the local pub. He drank his pint 
with the rest. He was no “scrounge.” The village worthies approved

The negative compliment is worth something 
England. There was another life too of weekends and long lea 
the Mountbattens’ new house in Chester Street and opportunities, 
which doubtless were carefully arranged, for getting acquainted 
with Princess abeth. The details of the courtship are among 
the few secrets the couple has been able to preserve, but before 
long Philip was invited to Balmoral for a month’s inspection by 
the king and queen. They couldn’t make up their minds. What 
happened after the final agony of long months of waiting while the 
royal family was in South Africa is now history. 
‘More than a century ago Christian Friedrich Stockmar, coun- 
sellor to Prince Albert, wrote the prescription for a prince consort: 
“He ought to have not only great ability, but a right ambition, 
and great force of will as well. To pursue for a lifetime a political 
career so arduous demands more than energy and inclination—it 
demands also that earnest frame of mind which is ready of its own 
accord to sacrifice mere pleasure to real usefulne 
Philip has ambition. He also has some knowledg 
tations. He said rather sadly to a group of uni 
"My generation, though reasonably well-schooled, 
worst-educated of this age. The war cut short any chance there 
was of securing a higher education.” And yet he must now find 
time from the routine of palace duty to help to broaden the educa- 
tion and worldly wisdom of his own wife, who, oversheltered and 
governess- -trained from childhood, has possibly been denied the 
full intellectual equipment and experience indispensable to a fu- 
ture Queen of England. Observant Italians noticed during the royal 
visit to Rome last spring that Philip was generally close by Eliz- 
abeth’s side, modestly and tactfully smoothing over her awkward- 
ness when she met and talked to people for the first time. 
Philip, too, has made a determined effort on his own behalf to 
prepare himself for a more useful function in society than that of a 
glorified courtier. His presidential address to the British Association 
for the Advancement o: ence last August, which marked his first 
public excursion into serious national affairs, was a solid attempt 
by “an outsider, a layman,” as he diffidently called himself, to 
come to terms with the experts. His theme, academically described 
as “The British Contribution to Science and Technology in the 
Past Hundred Years,” commemorated the centenary of the great 
Industrial Exhibition sponsored by Albert, which inspired this 
year’s Festival of Britain. But there was little that was academic 
about Philip’s speech, sweated out on signal pads during his last 
weeks aboard the Magpie. It developed into a crushing rebuke of 
British industry for failing to make use of scientific brains to 
modernize itself and so compensate for the decline in physical 
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resources responsible for the country’s chronic economic ills. The 
scientists lapped it up and somewhat unctuously invited Philip to 
follow in the footsteps of his illustrious predecessor and become a 
“Patron of Science.” There was, however, a more somber note 
than the optimistic prince consort could have foreseen in Philip's 
warning: “The instrument of scientific knowledge . . . has reached 
a point where we can either set the whole world free from drudg- 
ery, fear, hunger or pestilence, or obliterate life itself.” 

Philip brings not only the sharp tang of salt sea air into the 
stuffy halls of palace and castle. He imports as well a fresh mind re- 
flected in a mobile face which refuses to wear the waxwork mask of 

professional royalty, alternately glossy with condescension or 
ee with boredom. He still retains his amateur status. Philip 
looks startlingly alive, and his blue eyes disclose a keenly quizzical 
intelligence. He flashes an impromptu grin at a swooning crowd of 
shopgirls, playfully prods an infant prince before the upraised eye- 
brow of the public camera. A gillie at Drumlanrig Castle, weekend 
haunt of young royalty, overheard Philip dismiss Elizabeth, re- 
luctant to join him in a walk through a highland drizzle, with “All 
right, you silly old sausage! Go home. by yourself.” The phrase, a 
mixture of marital exasperation and endearment, has been re- 
vived by radio comedians from the oldtime music hall and adopted 
again into the racy contemporary vernacular which Philip speaks. 

Here is a prince who is aman, the British have discovered, On the 
occasion of a town council luncheon, one of many such ceremonies 
which will go interminably on for the rest of his life, the duke sud- 
denly abandoned his formal reply to the address of welcome and 
began to reminisce about a previous visit to Edinburgh. 

“A hospitable lord provost stood us dinner one evening before 
the night train to London,” the duke said. “We discovered the 
train was 20 minutes late. The lord provost offered us one for the 
road. He rushed round, filled up our glasses, and then we discovered 
the train was another 20 minutes late. This continued for some 
time, and we eventually decided the train was six drinks late. 
Many citizens of Edinburgh were surprised to see the lord provost 
and myself on such good terms as we made our way to the station.” 

Britons have long since grown accustomed to seeing their roy- 
alty as a set of affable lay figures of varying age and sex propped 
up on a palace balcony on state occasions. Many of them, edu- 
cated in a die-hard Victorian tradition that requires monarchs, 
like children, seldom to be seen and even more rarely heard, have 
barely grasped the significance of a royal personage who has lived 
pretty ich the same life and fought the same war as their own 
sons and doesn’t look or behave as though he had been preserved 
in lavender, camphor or alcohol. It is a dramatic discovery for them 
to find that Philip, who has been in turn a plain “snottie” (mid- 
shipman) and “Jimmy the One” (first lieutenant) in the junior hier- 
archy of the Royal Navy, remains a human being in spite of his 
sudden elevation ashore and has not as yet been swallowed up into 
the vast and suffocating featherbed of royalty. If Philip by his 
own exertions and with the indispensable aid of his wife can escape 
that comfortable danger, he will stand more than an even chance 
of becoming, in his own way, as respected an influence on British 
life and affairs as Victoria’s Albert.

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THE OLD ILLS OF MODERN INDIA 


HIS COUNTRY WEAKENED BY FAMINE AND IDOL WORSHIP, NEHRU TRIES TO ACT THE “NEUTRAL” 
IN THE BATTLE BETWEEN DEMOCRACY AND COMMUNISM. MEANWHILE REDS MOVE TO THE BORDER 


JAHARAJAS encrusted with 

pearls and emeralds on gold- 

decked elephants; corpses 
crackling on the burning ghats of 
Benares while healthy boys swim 
in the holy Ganges below and 
bump into half-burned legs and 
arms; naked hermits; Jains bicy- 
cling with mouths covered in or- 
der to avoid harming an insect 
that might contain a parent's 
soul; sportsmen well known in 
Paris, London and New York wor- 
shiping a black goddess with a 
string of severed heads around her 
neck; millions of sacred monkeys 
and cows; millions of half-starved 
humans—all these are present 
still; but there is nothing mys- 
terious about modern India. 

An immense country containing 357 mil- 
lion people, with enormous natural resources 
and superb fighting men, India can neither 
feed herself nor defend herself against serious 
attacks. An inhabitant of India lives, on aver- 
age, 27 years. His annual income is about 
$50. About SO out of 100 Indians cannot read 
or write. They exist in squalor and fear of 
famine, while worshiping 330,000,003 differ- 
ent deities, which Hindu “intellectuals” call 
“manifestations of mie cts of the one Su- 
preme Reality” but which the people adore 
as idols. 

The total annual revenue of the govern- 
ment of the Republic of India is about $840 
million—approximately seven tenths of the 
amount spent each year by the municipal 
government of New York Cit 

The peoples of India speak 15 different 
principal languages and 210 minor language: 
‘They cannot understand each other's lan- 
guage. In consequence, debates in the In- 
dian Parliament are carried on in English. 
In the Indian army, orders are given in Eng- 
lish, All state papers are prepared in English. 
When the Prime Minister broadcasts an elo- 
quent appeal to the peasants to contribute 
grain for famine sufferers, he uses English— 
which not one out of 10,000 peasants can 
understand. 

Caste divides the Indians more seriously 
than language. In spite of the genuine spir- 
itual elevation of many Hindus, each caste 
despises the castes and innumerable sub- 
castes below it. At the top are the priestly 
Brahmans; second come the warrior Kshatri- 
yas; third, the Vaisyas, who include farm 
owners and all sorts of businessmen; fourth, 
the Sudras, a caste of menials. Each caste is 
divided into numerous subeastes, and below 
all castes come the outcastes—70 million 
of them—divided into hundreds of subcellars 
of untouchables, unapproachables and un- 
lookables. Religious taboos are stronger than 
the new law against untouchability, and the 
outcastes continue to exist in a public hell of

scorn and a private hell of self-contempt. 
The government tries to break the bonds 
of caste and in official society the highest 
Brahmans mingle with untouchables. But in 
less sophisticated circles the shackles of caste 
hold. An orthodox Hindu will not marry or 
eat with anyone of a caste or subcaste below 
his own. A butler, valet or maid will not sweep 
the floor; that is a task beneath the servant 
caste. Sweepers are untouchable. So are fish- 
ermen! The untouchables are not even al- 
lowed to draw water from the same village 
well which serves the other castes, or to enter 
the Hindu temples except in a few districts. 
No man by any achievement of his own can 
rise in caste. Birth alone decides his status. 
Inconsequence, the orthodox Brahmans have 
become the world’s most perfect snobs. By 
us conviction they oppose passionately 
our democratic doctrine that unjust burdens 
should be lifted from the shoulders of all 
men and thatall should have an equal chance. 
There are still more than 40 million Mos- 
lems within the confines of India who believe 
in one God and in the brotherhood of Mo- 
hammedan true-believers. They have no 
caste system and laugh at the elephant, mon- 
key and phallus idols of the Hindus. While 
India and’Pakistan were in the process of be- 
coming separate sovereign states the Hindus 
massacred thousands of Moslems and Mos- 
lems massacred thousands of Hindus. The 
Mohammedans continue to be a nervous but 
indigestible element in Indian life. 


Permanent public servants 


\T the moment the country is being gov- 
erned by a tiny British-educated upper 
class that totals less than one tenth of one 
percent of the population. And the wonder 
is not that India is governed ineffectually 
but that it is governed at all.

1. The Civil Service.

mis, gathering his facts and impres- 
sions for the accompanying article. 


These British-trained officers 
are not only first-rate fighting men 
but also gentlemen of broad un- 
derstanding and tolerance. No- 
where in India is the idea of war 
with Pakistan so unpopular as 
among the officers of the Indian 
army. Until four years ago, they and the offi- 
cers of the Pakistan army were comrades in 
the same army. Their comradeship, born in 
battle, produced a mutual respect and affec- 
tion that the sundering of India into two 
hostile republics has not broken. Indeed, a 
few Moslem officers still hold high posts in 
the Indian army, and the Indian officers are 
notably tolerant in their treatment of the 
restive Moslem population. 

Even in the Vale of Kashmir, where the 
presence of an Indian army of occupation 
upholds Sheikh Abdullah's corrupt puppet 
government against the will of a large ma- 
jority, there is no criticism of the conduct of 
the Hindu officers. The Moslem Kashmiris 
want the Indian army out of their country, 
since most of them want to get rid of Sheikh 
Abdullah and to join Pakistan; but the Indi- 
an officers have conducted themselves with 
such wise restraint and human understand- 
ing that, although the occupation is hated, 
the Indian officers are not. That is a distin- 
guished achievement and a measure of their 
quality. 

3. The Congress Party. 

This party led the national struggle for 
independence. It united nearly all patriotic 
Indians. After independence was achieved 
it dominated completely the life of India and 
produced a temporary political unity. It con- 
trolled about 85% of the members of the In- 
dian Parliament. But its unity was based on 
the single idea of forcing the British out of 
India, Now that the British have been out 
of India for four years, the Congress Party 
is beginning to break up. Just as Jefferson 
and Hamilton, after our independence was 
achieved, began to disagree violently, so the 
members of the Congress Party are being 
separated by their divergent political and 
social views. 

Nevertheless, if the Congress Party re- 
mains relatively united, it will acquire a large 
majority at the general election scheduled 
to take place at the end of this year. This

¥ For the ills of India—both physical and 
mental—are so serious that only a government of genius could cure 
them rapidly by democratic methods, 

The primary problem is famine. Food production does not keep 
pace with a population which increases by about four million 
: ge Indian probably gets fewer calories and vitamin 
a tay than even the Chinese. So small is the margin of subsistence 
that a drought or a flood is enough to condemn an area to death if no 
help comes. There has been famine this year in Bihar and Madras. 
Few have died of starvation, but living skeletons move dully through 
the dusty village paths awaiting help or death. 

Why doesn’t the Indian government take steps to increase the 
home production of food? Most of India is arid. Without water noth- 
ing grows. Irrigation is costly, At the moment about four ninths of 
the $840 million the governmenthas tospend cach yearis beingspent 
oO jational Defense,” chiefly on the army of occupation in Kash- 
mir and other forces deployed against Pakistan. Another 9% goes to 
debt service. That leaves about $400 million for all the expenses in- 
volved in governing a nation of 357 million and representing it 
abroad. There is not much surplus for irrigation projects. 

Moreover, accumulation of private capital in India is so slow that 
even if it should all be invested wisely in agricultural and industrial 
production there would scarcely be enough to keep ahead of the 
rising tide of population. India needs foreign capital. Since the Brit- 
ish have none to spare, capital can come only from the United States, 


Problem of Indian birth control 


OME increase in revenue might be obtained by rigorous enforce- 
ment of the income tax law, but taxation cannot be greatly 
increased. The poor cannot pay more. The fixed salary officials are 
already being squeezed so hard by the cost of living, which has risen 
400% since 1939, that many of them take bribes, and corruption 
would be increased if they should have to pay higher taxes. 
Why, then, cannot the Indian birth rate be cut down? There are 
many fervent advocates of birth control, especially among high- 
born Indian ladies, and their efforts have received the public support 
of Prime Minister Nehru. But the Indian peasant, who provides at 
least 75% of the population, living in a single-room mud hut togeth- 
er with all his family and—in bad weather—his cows, drawing water 
by hand from a remote village well, is not a likely pupil for birth

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control. The begetting of children is his only pleasure, and in many 
villages girls marry between 10 and 12, and boys between 12 and 14, 

In desperation advocates of birth control have now started a 
movement for sterilization of the male! That proposal is not likely 
to get far. A majority of both Moslems and Hindus oppose birth con- 
trol of any kind. Indeed, the most widespread object of worship 
among the Hindus is the male organ of generation: the ‘Lingam,” 
the fetish of the god Siva whose shrines are to be found in almost 
every town and village. 

hat then is the government of India doing to solve the problem 
of increasing the food supply faster than the population increases? It 
spends the little it has to spend on inadequate irrigation schemes. 
But at the same time the pr nt of the Republic of India goes to 
Somnath and, in a splendidly reconstructed Siva Temple, dedicates 
for worship a black stone “Lingam” eight and a half feet long, He did 
that on May 11, 1951. It was no secret ceremony. Nearly 100,000 
persons were present. And the newspapers used front-page headlines 
to report: PRESIDENT PRASAD INSTALLS SOMNATH IDOL. 

The government could save more than enough grain and other 
foodstuffs to prevent famine if it dared to kill the sacred monkeys 
and those of the sacred cows which are worthless, and the sacred 
peacocks, and other animals and birds which consume or destroy 
many millions of tons of human food each year. About 25 million of 
the sacred monkeys live in cultivated areas. At the lowest estimate, 
they consume about one million tons and destroy more than two 
million tons of grain and other foodstuffs a year. The American gov- 
ernment is furnishing to the Indian government this year about 
two million tons of wheat at a cost of $190 million. 


Two-hundred million sacred cows 


HERE are no reliable statistics with regard to cattle in India. 

Guesses range from 100 to 200 million. All cows are sacred. About 
half of them give no milk. Some of the milkless are used from time to 
time as draft animals; but the rest are worthless except for the dun; 
they produce, which is used for fuel, and the value of their hides mal 
bones after they die. Half-starved, diseased beasts, they eat the 
Jeaves of the trees and pull withered grass out of the parched earth 
so that there is little humus left in the soil and erosion increases. 
They wander through town and city streets, even through the main 
streets of Delhi, stopping traffic and munching anything they can 
steal from vegetable shops. Since they are sacred, they cannot be 
touched except with affection and reverence, Pious Hindus endow 
homes for aged and indigent cows. There are few, if any, homes for 
aged and indigent humans. 

‘How many million tons of grain, vegetables and grass the worth- 
less cows and other sacred beasts, birds and insects consume a year 
no one has been sacrilegious enough to estimate. There was even 
a protest this year by the Jains against using planes to spray insec- 
ticides on a locust invasion. 

So the government facing famine walks warily and wearily 
around a vicious circle. Prime Minister Nehru is a Brahman of the 
highest caste. He is, however, an agnostic who does not worshi| 
“Lingams” or consider cows and monkeys and peacocks ieee, 


SACRED MONKEYS throng street of Ajodhya, where they probably out- 
number humans, They roam in and out of buildings, bite women and ch 


Yet he has not dared to face the religious uproar which would 
arise if he should protect the crops by killing the sacred animals. 
The gulf between Nehru and primordial India is the distance be- 
tween a perfect English luncheon at his table and a procession the 
same day in Delhi's main street of holy men called Sadhus—the 
first 30 of whom are stark naked. Nehru is an exquisite and inef- 
fectual dragonfly flashing his iridescent wings above a swamp. 

So the monkeys continue to steal the food of the children, The 
famished cows continue to wander through the parched fields, 
followed wearily by starving little girls who catch in their skeleton 
hands the cow dung as it falls, for fear that other little hands might 
snatch faster. 

There are scores of ancient problems nearly as serious as famine 
and untouchability which must be solved if India is to become a 
modern democracy. And there is a new problem: Commu 


” Red reign of terror 


HILE some armed Communist bands murder and pillage in 
W the northeast frontier state of Assam, which borders on Com- 
munist-infested Burma, the most dangerous Communist area— 
some 10,000 square miles in extent—has been in Telengana, close 
to the center of India. There the landowners were driven out or 
killed, the land was divided among the peasants, and a reign of 
terror was established. There were probably never more than 
5,000 guerrillas in Telengana and today there are perhaps fewer 
than 2,000, But they have controlled from 15,000 to 25,000 peas- 
ants who have fed them and acted as spies for them. The govern- 
ment has sent as many as 4,000 excellent troops of the regular 
army and 16,000 constabulary to try to catch them by large-scale 
mopping-up operations. That method of attack has been a failure. 
The government troops have surrounded large numbers of men, 
but they have all appeared to be mere peaceful peasants. The real 
peasants are afraid to point out which of the captured men are 
guerrillas. If ever they do, they and their families are murdered 
later by the Communists. The Indian government is now attempt- 
ing to reduce the Communist-infested area by building roads into 
it and establishing police posts every 10 miles. But that is a lengthy 
and laborious process, and unless the Communist party calls off 
the Telengana revolt it could become a Communist cancer in the 
heart of India which might spread at the first favorable moment. 

Since the Communists have momentarily adopted sheep's cloth- 
ing for India—the policy of the United Front—all violent guer- 
rilla action may soon be called off. This new policy might become 
dangerous if the economic situation should deteriorate. For there 
are many Indian “‘intellectuals"— that is to say, persons who are 
too educated for their brains—who are already persuaded that 
the problems of India cannot be solved by reason and democracy 
but only by force and Communist dictatorship. They influence 
many workmen, university students and poor university gradu- 
ates who have obtained an education anly at the cost of great 
sacrifices by their families and find that they cannot obtain em- 
ployment in the specialty for which they have been trained. 

But the government does not hesitate to act against the Commu- 
nists. Their chief leaders have been jailed or driven underground. 
The great cities—Calcutta, Bombay, Madras and Delhi—are 
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calm. And although Communists still control some unions, others 
are now led by socialists and others by members of the Congress 
Party. There is, therefore, small chance that native Indian Com- 
munists will be able to threaten the existence of orderly govern- 
ment, unless living conditions in the country grow much worse. 
At the present time, the prospect is that living conditions will 
grow neither much better nor much worse. 

There is one unknown factor in the situation: the prospect of 
world war, which would produce increased economic hardship 
whether India were in it or not, and might produce a serious 
tack on India’s north and northeast frontiers.

dian army numbers about 290,000 offi and men of high quality. 

The navyis composed of one antiquated British cruiser and four old 
destroyers and contains about 16,000 men. The air force of 12,000 
has some 100 fighters and bombers and 60 C-47 transport planes. 
The armed forces of Pakistan are approximately two thirdsas strong 
as those of India. Burma’s army is not a rious fighting force. 

Only the heroic French defense of Indo-China, however, prevents 
the sweep of large Communist forces across Siam and Burma to 
India’s northeast frontier, and the Chinese Communist army is 
now to occupy the north, Tibetan frontier of India. Mao Tse- 
tung’s army is far stronger than the Indian army can hope to be 
if India continues to rely on her own resources. Indian steel pro- 
duction is about one million tons a year. (Ours is about 100 mil- 
lion.) India produces some revolvers, rifles and machine guns and 
a few small artillery pieces but no other weapons. The Indian army 
in the Second World War was a magnificent fighting force of two 
million. But nearly all its weapons were of British and American 
manufacture. India does not produce even a jeep. 

Under these circumstances it might be logical for India to enter 
into staff conversations with the British and ourselves and to at- 
tempt to make mutual defense arrangements. But at this point 
an irrational fear enters the picture and destroys logic. 

India achieved her independence only four years ago. The gener- 
ation that now controls the country was brought up to fear and 
hate the dominant, big white power which ruled India. There is 
nothing that scrapes more unbearably the raw nerves of the In- 
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INDIA continueo 


dian upper class than the idea that a big white power might again 
dominate India. The old fear and hatred of British power has been 
- transferred in largemeasure to the power of the U.S. Wearesuspected 
of wanting to dominate all Asia, including India. Our superiority 
in weapons of war does not give the Indians a warm feeling of secu- 
rity but the shivers. When we dropped the atomic bomb on Japan, 
the Indians imagined that some day it would be dropped on them. 
Weare not trusted tomake good use of our power. Weare the terrible 
father in India’s national neurosis. The fear and envy of our power 
and material prosperity is translated by upper class Indians 
a defense contempt for our “vulgarity” and our inability to 
to the heights of Indian “spirituality”! 

This is no joke. It is impossible to convince Indians that we 
are simply not interested in exploiting India. When the Indians 
achieved their independence they prepared to resist an invasion of 
American capitalists whom they expected to attempt to domi- 
nate the economic life of India. When no large American private 
capital appeared, they were puzzled, and somewhat disappointed, 
but sure that we must merely have turned to subtler methods of 
domination. When our Senate Foreign Relations Committee de- 
cided to give $95 million worth of wheat to India under the same 
ECA conditions that had been accepted gladly by England, France, 
Italy and other countries of Europe, the Indians at once suspected 
that this was the subtle method of domination which they had fore- 
seen. Prime Minister Nehru expressed his preference for a loan 
rather than a gift and excitedly stated that he would not barter 
away India’s self-respect or freedom of action even for something

Nehru loved, feared father 


|T may seem strange that a gentleman so charming, cultivated 

and quick-witted as Prime Minister Nehru should entertain such 
Suspicions of the U.S. But his entire life has predisposed him to 
react against the big white power. For his first 1 years he was the 
only child of a tall, powerful, handsome, quick-tempered father 
whom he adored—and at the same time feared and resented. Of 
his father he has written: 

_ “He seemed to me the embodiment of strength and courage and 
cleverness, far above all the other men I saw, and I treasured the 
hope that when I grew up I would be rather like him. But much as 
J admired him and loved him I feared him also. I had seen him lose 
his temper at servants and others; he seemed to me terrible then 
and I shivered with fright, mixed sometimes with resentment, at 
the treatment of a servant. His temper was indeed an awful thing, 
and even in after years I do not think I ever came across anything 
tb match it in its own line... . 

“Father was very angry and he gave me a tremendous thrash- 
ing. Almost blind with pain and mortification at my disgrace, I 
shed to mother, and for several days various creams and oint- 
ents were applied to my aching and quivering little body.” 
Nehru remained an only son, dominated by his father, pampered 
his mother and much younger sisters. To this day he inspires in 
dies a longing to take care of him as if he were a little boy. 
His father was a great figure in India, a lawyer who was universally 

ired and respected. He earned so much money that he could 
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INDIA continuen 


and did give his son every advantage that wealth could provide. 
He sent his son to Harrow— Winston Churchill’s old school. Nehru, 
who bore little resemblance to his father, was physically small and 
weak but proud as only a Brahman can be proud. The normal hard 
knocks that hereceived at Harrow he was inclined to take as personal 
insults. His resentment against his powerful father seems to have 
been transferred to the powerful British, whom he also admired 
as vastly as he admired his father. After he had studied at Cam- 
bridge, and read law, he returned to India an elegant and exquisitely 
Anglicized aesthete. At home he felt frustrated. Then he met Gan- 
dhi and found a happy outlet for his emotions with regard to his 
father and the British. 

In the struggle for Indian independence he displayed great moral 
and physical courage, He was jailed again and again, In prison he 
wrote a noble autobiography in admirable English. When inde- 
pendence was achieved and Gandhi was murdered, he emerged as 
the undisputed popular leader of the new India. But his whole life 
and training had been in opposition to power. He is still much clearer 
about what he is against than about what he is for. 

Now at the age of 61, still attractive, with a beautiful speaking 
voice and an exceptional talent for oratory, he remains strangely 
young in his reactions—a political Pete: 

His resentment of the power of the Bri sh has been transferred 
to the power of the U.S. For the impoverished British he has only 
the mpathy which Wordsworth expressed in his sonnet On the 
Extinction of the Venetian Republic 


Men are we, and must grieve when even the Shade 
Of that which once was great, is passed away. 


He has occupied the place of the British Viceroy of India in more 
ways than one, and he can no longer find outlet for his resentment 
of the powerful, dominant white man except by resenting the U.S. 
His brief visit to America in no way reduced his use of this emo- 
tional outlet. He protected himself from the impact of our strength 
by finding us vulgar and immature, It seems to be impossible for 
him to like us. 

Not long ago he welcomed an eminent European with the words: 

“You will never understand anything about India unless you first 
understand that we make all our decisions not on the basis of fact 
and reason but on the basis of emotion.” That is far from true about 
many of his colleagues, but it seems to be true about himself. 


The opposition weakened 


HERE are many able men in Indian political life who know 
that the U.S. is to be trusted and that India needs desperately 
the economic aid which can come from us alone. They wish that 
Nehru would cooperate with us. They have no confidence in Com- 
munists and oppose a socialist experiment in India, since they know 
that their country has too few trained administrators to run a so- 
cialist state, and that there is little to soci except poverty and 
starvation. Many of them agree with Nehru on Kashmer and some 
are even more truculently anti-Pakistan than he is. Although these 
relatively conservative men were never able to lead Nehru, they 
were able to restrain him until recently because they controlled 
the Congress Party machine and a majority of the members of Par- 
liament. They treated Nehru gently because he is the one great 
prima donna of the Congress Party. But their restraint irked him, 
and on Sept. 8, 1951, after elaborate maneuvers, he had himself 
elected president of the Congress Party in place of the conserva- 
tive Tandon. He will now be able to select as party candidates for 
the general election, due the end of this year, men who agree with 
his left-wing views. 
Nehru, Prime Minister, Foreign Minister, President of the Con- 
gress Party, has at the moment entire freedom to do what he wishes 
in both the domestic and the foreign field. He is not a Communist, 
but he is a Marxian socialist of the Harold Laski school. He has no 
outstanding political rival. Nearly all the leaders of the independ- 
ence movement during the period of British rule are either dead 
or too old to have a political future. Yet the only passport to po- 
litical leadership in India is a record of prison sentences by the 
British. This handicaps all possible leaders too young to have had 
a distinguished prison past. But Nehru became a star in the inde- 
pendence movement at such an early age, succeeding his own father 
as president of the Congress Party in 1929, that he has both an hon- 
ored prison past and the vigor to lead. In consequence, if he chooses 
to remain in office, and does not run India rapidly into disaster, he 
will probably be able to rule his country for some years. It is im- 
portant, therefore, for Americans to understand the objective to- 
ward which his acts are directed.

Moreover, Nehru wants all white influence out of Asia. The fact 
that India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Burma, Indonesia and the Philip- 
pines have all acquired full independence, and that Viet Nam has 
as much independence as she can endure in the face of the current 
Communist war against her, does not satisfy him. If the Western 
democracies continue to help the independent states of Asia, they 
may become strong enough to avoid falling into anyone's sphere 
of influence. 

At the moment it is in the interest of the Chinese Communists 
to nourish Nehru’s illusions. They need all the diplomatic help they 
can get. And the longer Nehru follows the will-o’-the-wisp of their 
friendship, the better for the spread of Communism in Asia. Some- 
day inevitably will come an awakening—if not for Nehru, at least 
for India. This does not affect Nehru’s present foreign policy. He 
pursues his dream, 

India is economically so weak that the Indian government can 
do no more than carry out a midget imperialism. At present it is 
making intricate moves to bring the independent kingdom of Nepal 
under its control. The Indian army has already been ‘used to annex 
the states of Junagadh and Hyderabad, and to occupy Kashmir. 
India’s tool Sheikh Abdullah is being employed to prepare con- 
trolled elections in Kashmir which will « express the will of the Kash- 
miris no better than the elections in the Baltic states under the con- 
trol of Stalin’s army expressed the will of the Estonians, Latvians 
and Lithuanian: India has rejected arbitration of the Kashmir 
question by the U.N. It has physical possession of nearly all of 
Kashmir and intends to hold on to it Occupation of Kashmir gives 
India control of the rivers which irrigate the fertile plains of Pak- 
istan, and from the mountains of Kashmir it is easy to attack the 
plains below. 


Indefensible frontiers 


’ Nehru continues to choose to turn Kashmir into a perpetual 
| blood feud with Pakistan, India will have an ‘taplacable enemy 
on her western frontier—unless that enemy should be conquered. 
Moreover, India’s eastern and northeastern frontiers will remain 
indefensible against any serious attack. For the boundaries of India 
and East Pakistan have been drawn in such a fantastic manner 
that Indian troops cannot use the railroads that cross East Pak- 
istan to Assam, and Pakistan troops cannot cross India to East 
Pakistan, The Communist forces in Burma already threaten the 
freedom of that distressful land. India therefore may someday 
a Communis! puntry on her northeast frontier, 
which is already filtrated. Chinese Communist ar- 
mies have now occupied the north, Tibetan, frontier of India. Under 
these cireumstances it seems somewhat indisc reet for India to 
oice.

To some 
men the supreme tragedy of human life is a beautiful theory slain 
by refractory facts. 

If there should be open declared warfare between the . and 
the Soviet Union, Nehru would probably try to find some way to 
keep India neutral while remaining in the U.N. If India’s U.N. ob- 
ligations should force him to accept belligerency, he would prob- 
ably try to confine India’s participation to the smallest compass 
possible—perhaps no more than the furnishing of an ambulance 
unit, which has been India’s total contribution to the U.N. war in 
Korea. If India should be attacked, however, Nehru would expect 
full military aid at once from Great Britain and ourselves. But he 
would probably have delayed staff conversations until after the 
last effective minute. 

What then should we do about India? It would be easy to con- 
clude that we should do nothing, easy to be convinced that any 
help we give will simply be consumed by sacred cows and monke 
or used to maintain the army of occupation in Kashmir. It is al- 
asy to turn away from a difficult problem. It is often unwise. 

There are great qualities of courage, endurance and intelligence 
in the plain people of India. The Sikhs, Rajputs, Mahrattas and 
Nepalese Gurkhas are among the finest fighting men in the world. 
There are men in Indian politics and administration who are con- 
spicuous for common sense. They work manfully to make India a 
modern democracy. The problems of India are not insoluble. They 
can be solved, to be sure, only by the Indians themselves. Some 
financial aid from us would help.
